After  tskijig  note  jf  the  recent  happenings  at  Sir  George  William's  University, 
other  universities  shcvJ..d  take  advantage  and  narrov;  the  gap  tov;ard  freedom  to  des- 
trojo  The  main  reason  for  the  riots  is  that  the  Negro  students  thirJc  that  they  are 
gett5-ng  poorer  narks  than  the  rest  of  the  white  student  bodyo  Hans'-  other  students 
got  tired  of  protesting  and  wanted  to  ^o   back  to  their  studies  -  They  crowded  the 
streets  at  the  time  vAen  the  other  students  v;ere  on  the  ninth  floor  and  shouted, 
"go  cops,  gOj"  Many  of  the  important  records  fell  like  snow  from  the  ninth  floor. 

Vihen  the  police  started  to  move  in_,  the  students  tried  to  force  them  back  by 
lighting  fires o  The  fires  finally  gor.  out  of  hand  and  the  firemen  were  called  in. 
Student;i  on  the  ninth  floor  yelled  "help, "  while  the  students  wishing  to  go  back 
to  classes  shouted  back  ''burn,  burn^" 

The  students  had  been  in  the  building  since  Jano  29th,  Since  that  time,  frust- 
rated citizens  waited  for  the  university  to  call  in  the  riot  police,  94  students 
ware  eventually  forced  into  captivity  and  sent  to  court;  Nov;  many  students  will  be 
forced  to  move  far  away  to  othei'  universities  since  certain  vital  sections  of  the 
Hall  Building  were  destroyed,.  The  damage  is  estimated  to  be  near  $2, 000, 000, -.001 

Nov;  unfcrtiyiately,  the  tax-payer  must  move  in  to  try  to  repair  the  damage  at 
Sir  George  VJilliam's  Uni.versity,
